NOT A FORMAL DEMAND. 


Powers Hold Giving Kaiser 
Gold Credit Would Tend 
to Break Neutral- 
ity Stand. 


Washington, D. C., Aug: 31. Great 
Britain, France and Russia have ad- 
vised the United States informally that 
they would look with disfavor on the pur- 
chase by this government of German 
merchant steamers to relieve conditions 
growing out of the European war, and 
also to build up an American merchant 
marine. 

While not conveyed in any diplomatic 
correspondence, their position neverthe- 
less, has been vigorously set forth to 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan. 

France took the initiative, Ambassador 
Jusserand carrying his objections to 
President Wilson. George Bahkmeteff, 
the Russian ambassador, conferred with 
the British and French envoys today, and 
later saw Secretary Bryan. All three 
diplomats held that there was no prec- 
edent in international law for the pur- 
chase by a neutral nation of any great 
quantity of ships from a belligerent.

Points of Interest in Strife. | 
of Great European Powers.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—- [Special. 
—The National Geographic society's 
primer of today’s war ;#-ography follows: 

Amiens—aA city of northern France, 
capital of the department of Somme, on 
the left bank of the Somme, eighty-one 
miles north of Paris by rail and thirty- 
five miles from the English channel. Its 
population is approximately 85,000. The 
city was once a place of great strength, 
but boulevards, bordered by handsome 
residences, have replaced the ramparts 
which surrounded it. The famous treaty 
between Great Britain, France, Spain, 
and Holland, which took its name f hm 
Amiens, was signed there on March 25, 
1802. During the war between France 
and Germany, Amiens, after an impor- 
tant action, fell into the hands of the 
Prussians on Nov. 23, 1870. Textile in- 
dustries, for which Amiens has®een cele- 
brated since the middle ages, include 
manufactures of velvet, cotton, wool, silk, 
hemp, and flax spinning, and the weav- 
ing of hosiery and a variety of mixed 
fabrics.

In its defense a 
woman called Marie Foure greatly dis- 
tinguished herself, and a statue of her 
stands in the town. Peronne’s greatest 
misfortunes occurred during the Franco- 
German war, when it was invested and 
bombarded from Dec. 28, 1870, to Jan. 9, 
1871, upon which date, on account of the 
sufferings of the civil population, among 
whom smallpox had broken out, it was 
compelled to capitulate. Its population 
approximates 5,000.

Armentierres—A town of northern 
France, on the Lys, thirteen miles west 
of northwest of Lille. It has a popula- 
tion of approximately 28,000. The fown 
is an important center for the spinning 
and weaving of flax and cotton; bleach- 


eighty-seven miles northeast of Paris, 
with a population of about 11,000. It is 
situated on an isolated ridge which rises 
some 330 feet above the surrounding plein 
and the little river of Ardon. From the 
railway station a straight staircase of 
several hundred steps leads to the gate 
of the town, and all the roads connecting 
Laon with the surrounding districts are 
cut in zigzags on the steep slopes. Laop 
forms,. with La Fere and Reims, a tri- 
angle of important fortresses. Its forti- 
fications consist of an inner linc of works 
on the eminence of Laon itself, and two 
groups of detached forts, one some two 
and a half miles southeast about the 
village of Bruyeres, the other about three 


miles west of southwest, near Laniscourt. 


In 1814 Napoleon tried in vain to dislodge 
Blucher from Laon. In 1870 an engineer 
blew up the powder magazine of the cita- 
del as the German troops were entering 
the town. ;

Bethune—A town of northern 
France, twenty-four miles norta of north- 
west of Arras, with a population of about 
14,000. The city is situated on a low hill 
at the confluence of the Lawe with the 
canal from Aire to Bauvin. Once strong- 
ly fortified, it is now surrounded by wide 
boulevards. Bethune lies im the midst of 
the richest coal mines in France. Ite 
industries include the distillation of oil, 
tanning, salt refining, brewing, and the 
manufacture of earthenware and casks. 
Ceded to France in 1078 by the peace of 
Nijmwegen, it was taken by the allied 
forces in 1710, and restored to France by 
the treaty of Utrecht.

Grauden - — A town in western Prus-. 


sia on the right bank of the Vistula. 
thirty-seven miles north of northeast of 
Thorn ald thirty miles from Prussian 
Poland. It is an important place in the 
system of German fortifications, and has 
a garrison of considerable size. Its 
fortress, which since 1873 hag been used 
as a barracks and military depot and as 
a prison, te situated on a steep eminence 
about one and a half miles north of the 
town and outside its Ifmits.

BiG VICTORY IS

GERMAN PRESS 


Many Thousand British and 
Several Batteries Cap- 
tured, Report. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |] 

LONDON, Aug. 31.~—The German news- 
papers are carrying accounts of a great 
and widespread victory over the British 
forces. It is claimed that many thou- 
sands of Englishmen were taken prison- 
ers and that several field batteries and 
a battery of heavy artillery were cap- 
tured. 

The Cologne Gazette says the Germans 
respect their French opponent because 
they understand, even if they do not ap- 
prove, of the desire for revenge for 187, 
but that they are filled with fury against 
England. 

Germans feel, says that paper, that 
Great Britain could have prevented the 
terrible world war, and that she failed 
because she was filled with petty jealousy 
againet her great rival. 


_ Approve Louvain Sack. 

The Gazette adds that there is universal 
approval in Germany of the terrible but 
well earned fate of Louvain, and hopes 
that the action of the Germans will bring 
the Belgians to their reason. 

Gen. von Moltke, chief of the German 
general staff, has issued a signed state- 
ment protesting against the reports of 
German atrocities. He says tlat where 
harsh measures have been taken by the 
Germans they had been provoked by the 
participation of eciviliana, including 
women. 

He charges the Belgians with having 
committed the most bestial atrocities 
upon the wounded Germans, He denies 
that the Germans used civilians as shields 
to cover their advances. 

The headquarters from which tbe kaiser 
is directing the work of his armies is de- 
ecribed. He has few rooms, but many tele- 
graph and telephone instruments. He 
works day and night, and ¢verything is 
going smoothly under his direction.

PARIS, Aug. 31.—A story is told today 
of the bravery of French women and 
men in the present circumstances which 
is vouched for as true. 

Gen. De Castelnau and his three sons 
went to the front at the outbreak of the 
war and Mme, Castelnau retired to 
the south. One of the sons was killed 
in the early fighting, under circum- 
stances which caused his name to be 
quoted in dispatches and named in an 
order of the day. When the news of 
his son’s death was conveyed to Gen. 
De Castelnau he read the statement and 
then said quietly: 

Gentlemen, let us continue.“ 

Thereupon he resumed the direction of 
the battle which cost him so dearly. 


Mother Brave in Disaster. 

When the news reached the country 
house of the family in the south the 
parish priest undertook the delicate task 
of conveying the news of the death of 
her son to Mme. De Castelnau. 

She was attending mass the day after 
the news arrived. The priest who tried 
to break the news to her was 80 over- 
come with emotion that she guesse 
that something serious had happened. 
Mme. De Castelnau simply asked: 

„Which one?” meaning whether it was 
her husband or one of her three sons 
who had been killed. 


Goes to War to Kill Own Son. 

Another story of human interest came 
out today. When the Thirty-fifth regi- 
ment entered Muelhausen an aged Alsa- 
gatlan offered the soldiers everything he 
possessed, pressing them to accept wine 
and food. 

After they had finished their meal the 
old Alsatian bade them farewell, saying:

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warships off Helgoland on Friday, re- 
lates the following story of the fight: 

The destroyer was surprised in a fog 
by a large number of British destroyers 
and submarines. When the speed of the 
German destroyer became affected by the 
English shells it turned and confronted 
the enemy with the intention of fighting 
to the end. Its engines, however, soon 
completely failed it and it was blown up 
to prevent capture. Its crew continued 
firing until the boat disappeared beneath 
the waves.“ 


British Tried to Save Foes.

My ob- 
server called my attention to little puffs 
of smoke, and I knew we were being fired 
at by hostile artillery, so I climbed to 2,000 
meters. Next we noticed that three of the 
enemy's aeroplanes were pursuing us, 
but soon we outdistanced and lost sight of 
them. 25 

“ We now flew over the border toward a 
battlefield of the war of 1870-71, which 
we reached without any further untoward 
incidents. Here we noticed long columns 
of troops marching from south teward 
northeast. We circled around the p. 

We were 
now comtinually fired on. 

Suddenly I noticed a faint quivering 
throughout the whole aeropiare. Upon 
our return I saw one of the planes had

INALLIES' LOSSES, 
EDITOR ASSERTS 


London Nation Gites Mis- 
fakes of Joffre; Whole Cam- 
paign Must Be Revised. 


[BY CABLE# TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Aug. 31.—The Nation says 
editorially: 

“Secrecy in war time has its uses, 
above all at the opening of the cam- 
paign, when the general staff may have 
some daring and original plan Which it 
hopes the enemy may not divine. Such 
secrecy as our censorship is practicing 
te a policy suicidal fn a country which 
depends on the good will of volunteers 
and steadiness of public opinion. 

It shows panic; it dampens enthu- 
Mam, and it begets a sense of apathy 
The enemy who is pressing hard on our 
retreating armies knows only too well 
where they are. No secrecy in London 
will embarrass him. Seif-respéct in.such 
a situation requires the unvarnisned 
truth. 

„When the country realizes how grave 
the situation is in the western area it may 
be trusted to do its duty. What is serious 
ie not that a number has fallen, that the 
allied armies have retfeated from Bei- 
gium, and that the reckiess French in- 
vasion of Alsace-Lorraihe has been re- 
pulsed with terribly severe losses. 


French Campaign Failure. 

“The really serious fact, to our mind, 
ie that the French offensive has every- 
where failed and Gen. Joffre’s plans have 
for the moment been ruined. That may 
not at firet thought convey full meaning. 
To measure its significance we must rec- 
ollect that the thinking, the disposal. and 
the training of the French army was 
based on the idea that the offensive is 
warfare, and that nothing else is war- 
fare. Foiled in the offensive and reduced 
to fighting on line after line in a purely 
defensive battle, the French army will 
be put to a test which it had not expected 
and for which it may be unprepared. 

„It must give up all thought of dash- 
ing forward into Belgium or Ade ways 
into Alsace. It is fighting now pi to 
defend the roads to Paris. It can show 
its characteristic dash and daring no 


longer. 


Politics a Menacing Feature. 

„ Poltics plays a larger part in war 
than most soldiers care to admit. We 
suspect that the motive for the French 
offensive in Alsace-Lorraine was largely 
political. Every success there, however 
trivial, would fll the mind of the dullest 
French soldier with hope and confidence. 
The armies which took Muelhausen and 
got astride the line from Metz to Strass- 
burg were wiping out 1870 and, in a word, 
achieving la revanche. To create such 
an impression would be invaluable at the 
opening of a campaign. It is possible 
that the French expected an attack from 
Metz. More probably they hoped to use 
the Lorraine army to envelop the Ger- 
roan left, and since the great fortresses 
of Metz and Strassburg had to de dealt 
with we must suppose that thie was ⸗ 
large army of anything over three corps. 


Heavy Defeat Admitted.

It happened 
in this way, and «wemea walk, although 
in a different dire tion from what I ex- 
z teted: 

46 I told you in my last letter, I have 
been taking pictures of the soldiers in 
Paris, which I alwaye did very openly, 
and nobody seemed to object, but yester- 
day all my picture taking wae brought to 
an end. 

They had placed a kind of turret gun 
in front of the Eiffel tower to keep off 
aeroplanes, and I wanted a picture of it. 
The cannon was surrounded by soldiers, 
and to get the sun behind me I walked 
around by some winding paths until I got 
the light desired. NowlI really knew that 
secret picture taking might look bad if 
geen, so I walked directly in front of six 
or seven soldiers who were sitting on 
benches and, after taking a good long 
sight, took my picture. I was just going 
to walk off when one of the soldiers, who 
as far as I could see must have seen me 
getting ready to take it, jumped up and 
grabbed me by the arm, took my camera 
eway, and marched me off to the cannon 
where an officer was. 


Unable to Speak French. 

“As I don’t know any French, I just 
handed them my permit to be in the city 
and the paper which showed me to bea 
citizen of the United States. Well, the 
officer cursed for a while, and while I 
could understand nearly all he Said, I 
couldn't answer, as I didn’t know how, 
so I made him aware of the fact and 
awaited dewlopments. One of the men, 
who was not a soldier and spoke a little 
English, came up and looked at my papers 
and asked me if they were mine. 

“TI told him thet they certainly were, 
but he said they couldn't be, as the de- 
scription didn’t fit me. After a lot of 
fussing around a soldier took me by the 
arm with his gun ready if I should try te 
break away, anothegtook my camera and 


middle of the street I walked between the 
two soldiers, who evidently thought that 
I wag a German, until] reached the jug. 

“ They told me to go into a room, which 
I did, and when all the other people had 
been uehered out they called in a couple 
of men wh? could speak English and 
pegan questioning me. Well, I let them 
know all they wanted to, as to why I took 
the picture, and after destroying my 
whole roll and telling me that I might 
easily have been shot, and doing their best 
to scare me, they ade me the camera and 
my papers and off I went. 

“Of course ag I was being taken 
through the streets the people all stared, 
and right in front of the marie, as they 
call it, was a crowd of people waiting to 
get some sort of papers or other, and 
when I came out of the door alone and 
looking as happy as ever you should have. 
seen the disappointed looks on their faces. 
I walked directty home down the middle 
of tho street through which I had just 
come with an escort, just to show that I 
wae alive ard kicking, and got home 
just in time for tea.” 

The young, man and his relatives still 
are in Paris waiting for a chance to get to 
England. A siege preparations are 
under way, the chance appears slender 
zust at present. His letter adds that 
while food is plentiful in the French city, 
the lack of ice has caused much suffering.

BY A MILITARY EXPERT. 
D. C., Aug. 31.—[Special.]} 
—Again the pall of the censor has fallen 
ever the European situation and the re- 
ports received today are very indefinite 
mm their nature. Heretofore an absence 
of information of this kind has been the

The British with some Belstare and 
French troops, all together now prob- 
ably not numbering more than 40,000 
men, have been driven behind the line of 
the Somme river with their right appar- 
ently on Amiens.

Although they are re- 
ported to have reinforcements on the 
way from England these raw levies will 
do them little good and insofar as the 
main battle now going on to the eastward 
of this position is concerned they will 
bear no influence. 


French North of Verdun. 

The main French army appears to have 
its left at La Fere and from that point 
extends in a bow shape to Verdun. They 
appear to have some six corps in this 
area, Which are being attacked by eleven 
twelve German corps. As these French 
corps have been steadily driven back 
after many battjes, and as the German 
turning movement has averaged over 
five miles per day and is flushed with 
victory, it appears that it has plenty 
of steam ‘left and consequently still is 
driving the French in the general direc- 
tion of Rheims. The attempt of the 
Germans ia to get their extreme right 
behind this French wing so as to isolate 
and artve it northeast away from their 
communications. 

Up to the present the German opera- 
tions on the French left flank have been 
completely successful.

IN SHIPPING FOOD 
BY PARCEL POST 


Members of Markets Com- 
mission Urge Use of Malls 
to Reduce Living Cost. 


The municipal markets commission yes- 
terday put Into effect a plan whereby the 
housewife may order foddstuff direct 
from the farmer and have it delivered by 
the postman at her door. 

The commission announcedgthat ft will 
act as an intermediary between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. While assum- 
ing no responsibility. the commission will 
furnish housewives with tl names of 
farmers who have produce to .uip by par- 
cel post. and vice versa. 

The announcement of the markets.com- 
mission, through its chairman, John H. 
Lawley, follows: . 

“To the Public: , Asa means of bring - 
ing the farmer and producer into closer 
contact with the consumer of Chicago, 
the Chicago municipal, markets commis- 
sion will be pleased to receive the names 
and addresses of farmers and producers 
who desire to sell direct to Chicago con- 
sumers and ship their products direct by 
the government parcel post system. 

“ Co in Chicago who desire to 
purchase direct from the farmer and pro- 
ducer by parcel post are likewise request- 
ed to send their names and addresses to 
this commission.” 


Charity Workers Asked to Meet. 

The commission yesterday. sent invita- 
tions to representatives of Chicago so- 
ciological and charitable agencies, re- 
questing them to attend a: meeting next 
Friday, when the subject of unemploy- 
ment and destiiution will be discussed. 
The meeting, was celled in response to 
Ald. Merriam's resolution directing the 
commission to formulate remedies. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne announced yes- 
terday that his investigation thus far 
has diclosed no evidence on which to 
prosecute the persons responsibie for the 
increase of food prices. The inquéry hes 
been directly in charge of Joseph P. 
Geary, and Mr. Hoyne said it would still 
be continued. 

Mr. Geary submitted « report to Mr. 
Hoyne which showed that there is a 
smalier amount of eggs and butter in 
cold storage at the present time than in 
August last year. The investigators, 
however, were unable to obtain access to 
the records and were compelled to rely 
entirely on the statements of officials 
representing the various corporations. 


Storing of Potatoes Reported.

„that warehouses and cold storage plants 
are taking in all new potatoes available 
and that the amount of potatoes in stor- 
age at present is the largest in the history 
of the trade.

WAR TAX BILL 
TO BE HURRIED 
Wilson Will Urge Congress 


to Provide for $100,000,- 
000 Deficit This Year. 


SOME RATES TO GO UP. 


{bY A STA>F CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. A.- [Special.] 
President Wilson is expected to appear 
before congress shortly after his return 
from Cornish to read 4 message urging 
the passage of a war revenue measure. 

Statistics have been compiled and are 
already before the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house and the finance com- 
mittee of the senate, showing that the 
loss of customs revenue since the Euro- 
pean war interrupted commerce amounts 
to more than §2,000,000 a week, 

The committees are already at work 
upon an emergency.tax measure. They 
are confronted with the difficulty of com- 
posing the differences of opinion regard- 
ing the methods of raiging the 8100, 000. 0 
necessary to tide. the government over the 
present year, and it is thought best for 
political reasons to have the emergency 
brought forcibly to the attention of tha 
country by a presidential message. 


“Habit” Producers: Busy. 

Strong pressure is being ¢xerted by 
the distilling, brewing, and tobacco inter- 
ests.to prevent the adoption of increased 
rates on their products in the war rev- 
enue bill. It is known that spirituous 
liquors, malt beverages, and tobacco 
products are among the articles that will 
receive attention when the committees 
get down to framing the bill. 

The rates on beer and tobacco products 
will undoubtedly be increased, although 
to what extent has not been determined. 

There is, however, considerable objec- 
tion in congress to increasing the rate 
on whisky, because it is believed that 
traffic is now carrying about all it can 
bear. 

However, nothing will be finally deter- 
mined about this bill until the president 
returns and the leaders of the house and 
senate have consulted with him. 

They do apt yet know how far he is will- 
ing to go. The'experte of the treasury de- 
partment are preparing data to show just 
how much revenue may be obtained by 
imposing certain additional revenue 
taxes on certain commodities, including 


| the revenue that may be received from 
a stamp tax on financial instruments, 


telegrams, and other instruments which 
were taxed during the Spanish-American 
war. 

Congress now has a substantial quorum 
both in the senate and in the house. 
Emergency legisiation can be passed with 
oomsiderable expedition, the leaders now 
believe. The senate accepted the house 
amendments to the war risk. insurance 
bill this afternoon without any debate. 


End of Seamen’s Bill. 

The house version of the La Follette 
seamen's bill, which was rushed through 
last week with two hours debate as an 
emergency measure, Was messaged over 
to the senate today and has been referred 
to the committee on commerce, The ac- 
tion of the senate is generally accepted as 
the last ebsequies for that measure go far 
as the present session is concerned. 

The bill as the house passed it was not 
popular with its proponente nor with the 
representatives of the Seamen's union nor 
the shipping interests.

FRENCH ARMY TESTS. 

HE people of this country have scant 
idea of the stress put on military 
affairs in Europe. This reacts on 
health in various ways On the one 
hand armies cost so much to main- 

tain that they indirectly compel relative- 
ly low wages for many heads of families. 
Such families have a high sickness rate. 
* the family income line falls below 

& certain level, sickness always comes 
sooner or later. 

The enforced military service of the 
strongest young men has an effect on the 
stock, The mortality of war removes 
from the ranks of prospective parent- 
hood the finest physical manhood and the 
bravest souls. 

On the other hand, the soldier learns 
hygiene and carries into hie home not 
only the knowledge of hygiene gained 
but also the spirit of obedience which 
makes possible the application of the 
lawe of hygiene. 

— 

Another advantage ie the premium that 
armies put on good stature, vitality, and 
health. In passing on the matter of 
height, weight, and frame, the French 
army makes use of certain indices, It 
rejects for active.service all men of height 
less than one meter fifty centimeters. [A 
meter is 39.86 inches and a centimeter is 
1-100 of a meter.) 

The Tartiere index is as follows: The 
ideal weight of a man 20 years of age 
expressed in kilograms equals the num- 
ber of pom of his height in excess 
of one meter. Example: A man 20 years 
of age and six feet high is one meter 
eighty-three centimeters high. A man of 
that height and age should weigh eighty- 
three kilograms, or 166 pounds. Just as 
army authorities say that a man less than 
150 inches high [about 5 feet] tires too 
easily to be a soldier, they say that a man 
weighing less than fifty kilometers [about 
100 pounds] is too light to be a soldier, 

— 

Another test used by them is known as 
the Piquet index. In this index the start 
is made with the height in centimeters. 
From this figure is subtracted the weight 
in kilograms. The remainder should be 
less than the circumference of the chest 
expressed in centimeters. For example: 
If a man is 100 centimeters tall [5 feet 8 
inches] and weighs 68 kilos [136 pounds], 
the difference is 92. If his chest measures 
90 centimeters [35.4 inches], the 90 is to 
be subtracted from 92, leaving 2, which is 
their dividing line. 

In a series of examinations of French 
soldiers made by Julienne, 5 per cent had 
a Piquet index below 0. These, Julienne 
sald, should have been rejected. Fifteen 
per cent had 1 to 10; 17 per cent, 11 to 15; 
81 per cent, 16 to 20; 22 per cent, 20 to 25; 
10 per cent, 26 to 30. 

This Piquet test puts especial emphasis 
on a deep, broad, well rounded chest.

He entered the Swedish army as a lieu- 
tenant of cavalry and thereupon obtained 
permission of the then king of Sweden 
to join a French dragoon regiment under 
orders for America, 

Here he served under the command of 
the Comte de Rochambenu was aid de 
camp for a time of ‘the Duc de Lauzun, 
and was badly wounded at the battle of 
Gloucester. 

Returning to France in 1783, he re- 

ceived from the French government a 
pension of 1,500 livres a year for his dis- 
tinguished services in America, and, be- 
ing invalided out of the French army, 
returned to Sweden. 

Having fallen in love with a. beautifw 
Irish girl, daughter and sole heiress of 
the Hon. Richard Fitzpatrick, younger 
brother of the Earl of Upper Ossory, 
Baron de Robeck emigrated to Ireland, 
secured naturalization by act of parlia- 
ment as a subject of King George III., 
and became through his wife possessed 
of all her father’s, grandfather’s, and 
uncle’s property in the Emerald isle, in- 
cluding their ancestral home, Gowran 
grange, near Naas in County Kildare.

He died leaving one son, who served 
throughout the peninsular war unde; the 
great Duke of Wellington, and who was 
twice married, the first time to a daügh- 
ter of Lord Cloncurry and subsequently 
to Miss Emily Fitsgerald, niece of the 
third Duke of Leinster. 

The late baron also served in the army 
and so, too, has hie son and successor, the 
present baron, who is a lieutenant colo- 
nel on the retired list of the royal artil- 
lery and who wae for a time chief com- 
missioner of police at Dublin. 

He is the elder brother of the admiral 
now fighting the Germans in the North 
sea, is married to one of the Alexanders 
of Straw Hill in County Carlow, and has 
several children. 

There is, besides the original parent 
stem of the family in Sweden, also a 
Russian branch, the head of which, Lieut. 
Gen. Fock, distinguished himself in the 
war in Manchuria against Japan.

Of all the German commanders now 
operating against the French probably 
the one least known on this side of the 
Atlantic is Duke Albert of Wurtemberg. 
who, according to cable dispatches, has 
just been decorated by the kaiser with 
tne first and second classes of: the lron 
Cross for his success in checking the 
French advance into lower Alsace.

HE war in Europe, a place to which 
America has gone for her musical 
standards, not to speak of her 
mars.“ will readjust the musical 
situation in the United States, Al- 
ready there are indications which seem 
to point in several directions. One of 
the readjustments will be undoubtedly 
the reduction of price of grand opera. 
After an ominous silence of two or 
three weeks the prees bureaus of the 
various concert managements have be- 
gun to send out little dribbles of news. 
A typical notice ia this: Magg e Teyte, 
whose. tour with Jan Kubelik was can- 
celed owing to the European war sit- 
uation, will arrive in America the last 
week in September.“ The notice goes on 
to say that she will be booked for an 
extensive concert tour. 
a 
Other musicians, some of them Amer- 
icans who have been engaged abroad for 
a number of years, like Marcella Craft, 
are arriving daily. All of them a 
Will de booking extensive concert tours. 
It is to be expected that all noncombat- 
ants will try to make money in peace- 
ful America this year. Without grand 
opera the concert stage would be over- 
loaded, but it is to the interest of al- 
most every one to have some sort of 
grand opera. At the same time, Ameri- 
cans will make many discoveries. 
After a season or two of it—at low prices, 
of, course—any such announcement as 
the recent one of Chaliapine, the famous 
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Russian singer, that Mr. Campanini 
would pay him “more than $5,000 a 
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night will be regarded as some sort 
of sell.“ American musicians will be 
developing, those of Europe will be 
standing still. The popular interest, which 
is growing rapidly, will have outgrown 
the place where it takes for granted the 
quality of any man who makes $5,000 
a night. It is at present almost a sav- 
ing for an American manager to pay 
$3,000 when he might obtain the same 
singer for $2,000. The quality goes up 
with the price. The singer is a money 
star. The price of seats is $5,

Methods of the American Can com- 
pany, the alleged tin can trust, in nego- 
tiating the purchase of competing can 
companies and canmaking machinery 
plants in 1901, were brought out in testi- 
mony presented yesterday at the opening 
hearing of the government's dissolution 
suit against the alleged combine. 

The hearing was held in the federal 
building before Special Examiner Ed- 
ward Hacker. Jesse C. Adkins and Wil- 
Mam T. Chantland represent the govern- 
ment. 1 

James L. Board, a former Chicago can 
machinery manufacturer, who sold out 
to the trust, scored heavily in behalf of 
the government by testifying that the 
promoters of the trust went after all con- 
cerns which had a complete line of ma- 
chinery and disregarded those they be- 
lieved wese of no use to the alleged 
monopoly. 


Built Up Prosperous Firm. 
Board, who formerly was reputed a 
millionaire, said he was proprietor of the 
Crosby & Co., which concern he acquired 
from is father-in-law in 1879. He said 
he increased the business from fifteen

employes to 575 employés at the time he re 


sold out. He said he manufactured a 
complete line of automatic machinery, 
and that his concern and that of Norton 
Bros. were the two with the most com- 
plete lines in the country. 

Ho did you happen to sell out to the 
American Can company?“ Attorney 
Chantland asked. 

Well, that is rather hard to answer,“ 
Board said. It was a combination of 
circumstances. I had made a good deal 
of money for a poor man, and I was get- 
ting tired of hard work and was anxious 
to get out. I had a good, profitable busi- 
ness; the sales ranged from $350,000 to 
$600,000 a year and the profits never were 
less than 25 per cent and sometimes 50 
per cent.”

RESERVE ADVICE 
G. M. Reynolds, J. B. For- 


gan and E. D. Hulbert to 
Confer with Board 


WILL CONSIDER NEEDS. 


The clearing house committee has ap- 
pointed George M. Reynolds, J. B. For- 
gan, and E. D. Hulbert a committee to 
vieh Washing ton and ‘confer with mem- 
bers of the federal reserve board. The 
committee was named at the request of 
Secretary McAdoo, who desires to talk 
over the general situation with bankers 
of the country in connection with the 
opening of the federal reserve banks. The 
committee will leave for the east next 
Thursday. 

There are a great many matters of or- 
ganization and policy to be considered. 
and especially the question of so-called 
commercial paper. There is a strong 
probability of the law being altered to 
permit the member banks to deal in do- 
mestic acceptances. This power was in 
one of the origina! drafts of the tederal 
reserve act, but was eliminated from the 
measure as it finally was passed. 


Seek to Aid Cotton Growers. 
The cesire of the administration to help 
out the cotton planters has prompted 
consideration of the reinsertion of author- 
ity named. This would enable s6uthern 
banks to accept domestic drafts and pro- 
vide the kind of paper called for in sec- 


tion 13 of the federal reserve act. 
Messrs. Reynolds and Forgan will repre- 
sent the national banks and Mr. Hulbert 
the state banks. The fact that the clear- 
ing house committee itself has seen the 
advisability of sending a representative 
of the state institutions to confer with the 
federal reserve board seems to warrant 
a renewal of the suggestion that Mr. 
Hulbert be elected by the federal reserve
